Kalantzis took his shirt off 
as hundreds of Olympic sup- 
porters invaded the pitch and 
the game was stopped for a 
considerable time before ref- 
eree Monteverde could re- 
sume proceedings. 

Saints came back gallantly 
and looked to have the mea- 
sure of Olympic when Andy 
Koczka won the ball from 
Coady to provide Pedro Ricoy 
with an ideal opportunity to 
score. Ricoy looked set to find 
the net when Coady tripped 
him from behind but referee 
Monteverde was unmoved. 
Saints players beseiged the ref- 
eree but ajl to no avail and the 
game drew to a controversial 
close. 







Monteverde earned the ire 
of Saints supporters earlier on 
when he sent off Robert O’Shea 
after a scuffle which saw Stu- 
art Johnstone trip O’Shea then 
elbow him from behind for 
good measure. A free kick was 
awarded to St George, then 
suddenly out came the red 
card for both O’Shea and 
Johnstone! 

St George was bitter about 
the refereeing. Koczka was 
brought down inside the area 
in the 47th minute but the ref 
waved play-on, then after 98 
minutes Phillips was allowed a 
chance after being five metres 
offside. The linesman put his 
flag up but was over-ruled by 
the referee to allow Phillips to 
face Terry Greedy. The Saints 
keeper saved but bitterness

Spilled over in the St George 
dressing room after the game. 

Olympic too had its com- 
plaints for much of the match 
and its players often threw 
their arms in disgust at some of 
the decisions given. 

Where a Campbell, a Lorenc 
or a Bambridge? Why ignore 
such fine referees for such an 
important occasion? 

Despite the controversy, I 
take my hat off to the players 
of Sydney Olympic. I could 
not go past Peter Raskopoulos 
as the star of the game, a cap- 
tain who led by example. 
Never before have I seen Ras- 
kopoulos try so hard for so 
long. 

The hot conditions which 
prevailed at Parramatta Stadi- 
um failed to sap his energy or 
wilt his enthusiasm. He was ev- 
erywhere, treating the atten- 
tions of Boogaard and later 
Orszagh almost with disdain. 
When Boogaard was replaced, 
Orszagh was given the job of 
keeping an eye on Raskopoulos 
but this day ““Rasko” was not 
going to go away from Parra- 
matta Stadium a loser. 

With his side leading 3-2 he 
decided to take a hand in pro- 
ceedings, strolled past two 
Saints then provided Terry Pa- 
talis with a glorious opportuni- 
ty to make it 4-2. The youngster 
blew it, but ‘“Rasko” wasn’t 
upset. 

Phillips, Vicente Estavillo 
and Mike Coady supported 
their captain well and were 
the difference between the 
sides. Phillips, with his work 
rate, Estavillo, with superb 
skills and a cool head under 
pressure, and Coady, with the 
fighting spirit that has given 
Olympic’s backline an enor- 
mous amount of stability, 
were superb, truly superb. 

Phillips made his mark 
early to put Olympic ahead 
with a tremendous volley 
which left Greedy helpless. 

Ricoy and Fletcher provided 
the spade work for Petkovski 
to make it 1-1 three minutes 
later in the 35th minute then 
came two incredible misses by 
Fletcher.

The first was in the 39th min- 
ute. He was facing an empty 
net but managed to screw his 
header against the post then a 
few minutes later he missed 
again when put through by 
Koczka. 

John O’Shea put Saints 
ahead after Kocska challenged 
Garry Meier in the air and the 
Olympic keeper lost the ball in 
the 54th minute with Olympic 
players furious at the referee 
for allowing the goal. 

Soper almost made it 2-2 
after a mistake by Ratcliffe in 
the 56th, but Soper's header 
went straight to Greedy. Then 
Ratcliffe headed off the line in 
the 60th, followed by a superb 
header by Kalantzis that was 
saved by Greedy. 

A chance fell to Tony Dakos 
in the 64th but Saints survived 
again. 

What could have been a 
four-goal blitz by Olympic 
turned into just one as John- 
stone met a cross by Kalantzis 
to pave the way for Soper to 
score in the 66th, 

Then came the dismissals of 
O’Shea and Johnstone but the 
extra time period belonged to 
Olympic. 

Kalantzis headed against the 
crossbar in the 95th, Greedy 
saved at the feet of Phillips in 
the 98th, then Kalantzis faced 
Greedy in the 109th but the 
scoreline remained at 2-2. 

In the end it was an error 
that would decide the issue. 
David Skeen was the culprit 
and Kalanzis the hero. 

I certainly thoroughly en- 
joyed the game. 

Olympic wanted to win justa 
little more than St George and 
in the end its players deserved 
to triumph. 

Heartiest congratulations to 
coach Manfred Schaefer for 
the great job he has done with 
this side. Should Olympic 
maintain its momentum Ade- 
laide Juventus will have its fair 
Share of problems in the two- 
legged national final.

In one of the best games 
ever seen at St. George 
Stadium, Sydney Olympic 
came back from the dead 
to overpower galant, but 
tiring Sydney Croatia 
after extra time. 

Down 3-1 with 27 minutes to 
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g0, Olympic looked doomed. 

Two quick goals by Croatia 
in the space of six minutes 
had looked sufficient to send 
it into the Grand Final. 

After a short corner by 
Manis Lamond to Zeljko Jurin, 
the tall Croatia striker sent ina 
curling cross which was head- 
ed home by Graeme Arnold to 
give Croatia the edge after 57 
minutes, 

Six minutes later, Manny 
Spanoudakis fiddled about on 
the left flank, lost the ball and 
from a swift counter-attack Ar- 
noid raced in to slam a hard 
right footer across the area 
and past Gary Meier for Jurin 
to sidefoot into the net. 

Earlier on, Croatia led from 
the penalty spot after Zarko 
Odzakov scored following an 
infringement by Tony Dakos. 
He was ruled to have tripped 
Jurin. 

Gary Phillips equalised from 
the spot after Shane Clinch 
brought down Vicente 
Estavillo. 

The Croatia defence looked 
solid indeed and few would 
have believed that Olympic 
could score one, let alone 
make up a deficit of two goals. 

Then came one of those mis- 
takes in football that support- 
ers talk about for years to 
come. It was an error by Jurin 
which gave away the simplest 
of goals to Sydney Olympic. 

Only two minutes after 
Jurin put Croatia 3-1 up, the 
referee awarded a free kick 
to Croatia on the left flank, 
about 10 metres inside Olym- 
pic’s half. Inexplicably, Jurin 
decided to send a 60 metre 
pass back to Steve Watson. 
The goalkeeper did not ex- 
pect it and the Croatia de- 
fenders certainly didn’t. 
Marshall, Soper, quick to spot 
the opportunity, raced in to 
round Watson and score. 

Odzakov and Marijan Kova- 
cic slumped to the floor in dis- 
belief. Jurin hung his head low, 
but it was too late. Olympic was 
on the way back. 

Only two minutes later came 
another mistake, this time at 
the other end. Mike Coady’s 
backpass to Meier was short 
and Lamond pounced to round 
the Olympic keeper but with 


the goal at his mercy he hit the 
ball into the side netting! 

Olympic stormed forward 
searching for an equaliser and 
yet again a piece of good for- 
tuned favoured Olympic. 

With 15 minufes to go, Peter 
Raskopoulos controlled the 
ball some 30 metres from goal 
then found an unmarked Soper 
on the edge of the penalty 
area. Soper's right footer was 
fierce but well covered by Wat- 
son. On its way to goal the ball 
struck a defender, changed its 
course and brushed the post as 
it went in! 


Soper struck another blow 
two minutes later from a me- 
lee inside the Croatia penalty 
area to give Olympic what 
looked like the winner. But ref- 
eree Don Campbell disallowed 
the goal after consulting his 
linesman, who had his flag up 
long before Soper struck. 


Croatia hung on grimly in 
the closing minutes to survive, 
then came another half hour of 
sizzling entertainment. 


Shane Clinch was given an 
opportunity five minutes into 
the first period of extra time 
and managed to chip the ad- 
vancing keeper but missed the 
target, then came the winner 
from Stuart Johnstone. 


A corner by Estavillo found 
Johnstone at the far post and 
he headed the ball in, under 
the crossbar. 


From then on Croatia 
slumped and looked a beaten 
team. Terry Patalis, on for 
Soper, could have emulated 
the Australian striker with the 
opportunities he was given. He 
had chances in the 109th and 
111th minutes to score but on 
both occasions shot straight at 
Watson. 


Then Phillips broke through 
with one minute remaining but 
his lob scraped the crossbar. 


This fierce battle was won in 
the end by Olympic but the 
real winners were some 8,000 
fans who let their players know 
that they were right behind 
them throughout this match. 
Chants of “Croatia, Croatia...” 
one moment and “Olympic, 
Olympic...” the next showed 
just how much spectators ap- 
preciate good football.

That’s the only way to de- 
scribe a match which JUST 
held a firm grip of for most of 
the second half after a stun- 
ning goal from Suleiman 
Curovic. 

Viado Stosic, hardly sighted 
in the first half, ran riot in the 
second half, Ernie Tapai was, 
well, Ernie Tapai and with 
about 20 minutes to go we all 
were wondering what had 
happened to Juve’s midfield. 

Cries of “Ole! Ole!” came 

from JUST fans as Stosic and 
Tapai teased opponents at will. 
JUST had done it. Or so it 
seemed.

Tom Karic was on Joe 
Mullen and Karic had a fine 
game, indeed, he was the pick 
of the JUST defenders. 

In the 18th minute, a sweet 
interpassing movement from 
Juventus saw Mullen skip 
past the last JUST defender. 
Mullen was about to sprint 
into the area when Vukcevic 
rugby-tackled him around the 
waist. In another country, 
Vukcevic might have been 
sent off. In Australia, at Mel- 
bourne’s Olympic Park, he 
only was booked. Lucky 
Vukcevic. 

Adrian Santrac, Juve’s free- 
kick specialist, then powered 
the ball just wide of the far 
post. 

McNally almost made a 
blunder that cost Juventus 
dearly in the 25th minute. 
Spink chipped the ball over the 
defence, making it a 50-50 race 
between McNally and Lujic. 
McNally didn’t attack the ball 
with any confidence and Lujic 
jumped up, half in challenge, 
half in a protective gesture, for 
he turned his back on the keep- 
er. The ball hit Lujic’s back 
and bounced past McNally but 
before Lujic could turn it in to 
goal from an acute angle, 
Bugsy Nyskohus slid down to 
clear. 

Curovic sent Tapai down the 
left in the 36th minute. Tapai 





dummied to cut inside then 
kept going down the line. His 
cross begged for a team mate 
to attack the ball but Aurelio 
Vidmar charged in and headed 
clear. 

Vidmar had a fine game. He 
was the pick of the Juventus 
midfielders. He scored the 
equaliser for Juventus and won 
the ball in a tackle on Tapai 
Shortly after, that led to a Mul- 
len goal which had Juve fans 
jumping the fence and running 
onto the ground.

Seconds later a long throw-in 
from the left was headed on by 
Stosic and Spink, charging in, 
dived down but couldn't get 
enough power on his low head- 
er. The ball ran wide. 

Three minutes into the sec- 
ond half, chants of ‘Plavi!

Tapai sent his corner to the 
near post where Stosic won 
the ball, turned and chipped it 
to the far post. Vukcevic took 
too long to steady himself and 
had his shot charged down, 
the ball going out for another 
corner. When it came over, 
Juventus didn’t clear effec- 
tively. Stosic again got pos- 
session and laid the ball into 
the path of Curovic who was 
all of 25 metres out from goal. 
Curovic let fly with a sizzling 
first time shot and the ball 
flashed past McNally and into 
goal. 

JUST was well in command 
now. 

In the 56th minute, Belic got 
down the right and cut the ball 
hard and low across the goal- 
mouth. Lujic stepped over it, 
knowing that Spink was racing 
in at the far post. Shillabeer 
read the situation well and be- 
fore Spink could hit it first 
time, the Juventus right back 
smacked it clear. 

In the 62nd minute, Villani 
swung over his corner to the 
far post. Neville Flounders, un- 
challenged, rose well and 
headed firmly but Zoran Niki- 
tovic got down to clutch the 
ball cleanly. 

Four minutes later, JUST al- 
most went further ahead. Ta- 
pai’s corner picked out the 
unmarked Vukcevic who head- 
ed onto the bar. 

In the 70th minute, Shilla-

beer took a free kick just inside 
Juventus’s attacking half. He 
sent the ball long and Nikitovic 
completely misjudged it. He 
ran himself too far under the 
ball and only could get his fin- 
gertips to it. But Vukcevic had 
dropped in behind Nikitovic 
and slammed the ball away. 

JUST wasn’t so lucky four 
minutes later. 

Villani skipped past the 
sliding Vukcevic wide on the 
right and cut the ball back. 
Vidmar steadied then drilled 
a first time volley low into the 
far corner for a splendid goal. 

In the 78th minute, Vidmar 
robbed Tapai and played the 
ball down the left to Maxwell, 
who now was starting to escape 
Barjaktarevic’s grasp. Maxwell 
curled the ball in behind the 
square JUST defence to the in- 
coming Mullen at the far post 
and Mullen blasted it in before 
taking off on a celebratory run 
that ended when he realised 
that referee Power was con- 
sulting his linesman. Mullen 
was adjudged to have been 
offside. 

A minute later, with the 
JUST defence in tatters, Vil- 
lani’s shot struck Vukcevic.

Four 
minutes after Palatsides was 
sent off for a tackle on Pe- 
trovski (Palatsides had been 
booked in the first half), Juven- 
tus, down to 10 men, hit the 
lead. 

Petrovski played a major 
part in the goal.

Two minutes later, Wade 
should have put Juventus into 
the Grand Final.

Wade hit it on the turn but Ni- 
kitovic made a point blank 
smother that kept JUST in the 
game. 

Vukcevic had gone up front 
immediately after Juventus 
had taken the lead and in the 
89th minute, scored the goal 
that took the game into extra 
time. Zdravko Lujic cut the 
bal! back from the right of the 
area.

him but Talajic stood firm and went on to have a fine 
game. 

But I don’t want to paint a picture of a budding 
hard man. That would be unfair to Talajic, who has 
superb skills. I well remember a couple of curling, 
30-metre passes played up the line to a teammate 
in Croatia’s 0-1 loss to George Cross at Chap.in 
Reserve. Those of us in the press box were taken 
aback by the accuracy and technical efficiency of 
those Talajic passes, never for a moment expect- 
ing a teenager to strike such balls so superbly. 

Talajic was one of seven Victorians who went to 
China last year in the Australian under-16 team com- 
peting in the World Cup finals. He played in left 
midfield against West Germany in a match the 
young Roos won 1-0 and came on as a substitute in 
Australia’s loss on penalties to Guinea. 

“It was great going over there and playing for 
Australia against some of the big name countries of 
world soccer but there’s no way I'd live there, 
There’s not much food and there’s no entertain- 
ment,” said Talajic. 

Talajic will stay with Croatia as it attempts to 
consolidate its status in next year’s 14-team NSL. It 
will be his 11th season with the club! 


The Laverton council 
has advised the Victorian 
Soccer Federation that it 
supports the concept of 
establishing a soccer 
academy on the Laverton 
North Reserve. 

The concept is the most pro- 
gressive move made by the 
VSF in recent times, but the 
Laverton council’s approval is 
subject to a feasibility study be- 
ing undertaken and about to be 
presented to the council’s com- 
mittee of management. 

the council received a let- 
ter from the VSF earlier this 
year enquiring about leasing 
10 acres of land for a soccer 
complex following discus- 
sions between the deputy 
Shire Engineer and the 
federation. 

The proposal is to establish a 
high standard soccer complex 
containing four pitches, one of 
which will be floodlit. 

In addition, there will be 
fully serviced dressing rooms 
and toilets as well as lounge 
and clubroom facilities. 

The concept contains a pro- 
posal for the ultimate develop- 
ment of motel-style 
accommodation for interstate, 
country and international 
teams. 

A further aim is to establish 
a Laverton soccer club com- 
prising junior teams in the non- 
competitive age groups of 7 to 
10 years. 

The complex will be admin- 
istered by the VSF’s Junior 
Leagues Management 
Committee. 


The Shire Engineer’s report 
said that the council should en- 
courage the development of 
the complex by allowing a low, 
nominal rental, provided that 
the complex is started within a 
specific period of time. 


Not bad for a side that only 
turned professional nine 
years ago and began in the 
Fourth Division. 

Manager Dave Bassett, who 
has masterminded Wimble- 
don’s remarkable rise from ob- 
scurity to a place in one of 
Europe’s toughest leagues, 
takes it all jokingly in his 
stride. 

“Wimbledon has tennis, a 
greyhound track and stock car 
racing — and we come 
fourth,” he quipped. 

Renowned for his chirpy, 
Cockney humor and infectious 
confidence, Bassett has been at 
Wimbleton for 12 years, first as 
a player in the club’s semi-pro- 
fessional days, then as a pro- 
fessional, assistant manager 
and for the last five years, 
manager. 

“A lot of the players have 
been at the club for six or 
seven years so we've kind of 
grown up together,” Bassett 
said. 

Critics of Wimbledon de- 
nounce the club’s unadventur- 
ous style of play, saying its long 
ball game stifles crative 
soccer. 

Others, such as English 
Football Association secre- 
tary Ted Croker, question the 
team’s right to be playing 
among the elite clubs of the 
English league. 


Croker provoked controver- 
sy recently when he said that 
facilities at Ploug Lane, where 
season-ticket holders number 
just 800 and attendances rarely 
rise above 5,000, were inade- 
quate to stage First Division 
matches. 


But Bassett lets his team do 
the talking. 

“We play the way that suits 
Wimbledon. It may not be pret- 
ty but that doesn’t worry me,” 
he said. “Of course we would 
like more supporters through 
the turnstiles but we are only 
nine years old and have no tra- 
dition — yet.” 

Wimbledon’s most expen- 
sive player is John Fashanu, a 
big, old-fashioned type of 
centre-forward, who cost 
$304,125.

I have a serious suggestion. Keep the National 
League, but drop the word “national” from its title. 

The simmering debate about next year's one-division league 
keeps bubbling on — even if its timing is more than a bit weird. 
After all, the plan, the formula and the criteria guidelines were 
intact and fully public many months ago. 

Even my respected colleagues in journalism ought to know 
better than to raise now a subject they should have raised back 
in March or April. 

What triggered the new debate, though, has been the conclusion 
to this year’s race of survival. Specifically that the “national” 
league will be a triumvirate of Sydney, Melbourne and Adelaide. 

“How indeed,” ask the pilgrims of logic, “can it be called a 
national league if only three States are involved in it? How indeed 
without Queensland, the ACT and Northern NSW?” 

Of course, nobody mentions Western Australia, Tasmania and 
the Northern Territory. That’s because those three areas never 
have been in the National League and to mention them would 
beckon an admission that, by definition, the National League 
never has been a national league. 

So the problem is the word “national”. 

What, I wonder, would be the argument if it wasn't called the 
national league? If it was called the Australian League, or the 
Australian First Division, or just the First Division? 

I mean I don’t really see the logic. When Ipswich gets relegated 
from the English First Division are there howls of objections that 
such a fair city is not part of England’s national league? 

When Cagliari goes down to the Italian Second Division does the 
whole of Sardinia rise in protest? Do Sicilians pledge vendettas in 
blood when Catania or Palermo suffer the drop? 

There is a strange Australian stigma that in Australia geo- 
graphic areas have a divine right to partake in the top competi- 
tion. The stigma, I suspect, is inherited from other football 
codes. 

The VFL and the top divisions of rugby league and rugby union 
do not have promotion and relegation. Occasionally, changes are 
made through legislation and only after endless debate both be- 
hind and outside closed doors and even legal challenges. 

Promotion and relegation simply avoids those debates and legal 
challenges. You don't after all, need a majority vote or a judge to 
decide who is the best or worst team in the league. Match results, 
cruel but inescapably arbitrary, decide that for you. 

By my definition, the National League still is a national league 
and would remain so even if, heaven forbid, by years of promotion 
and relegation all 14 teams were from Sydney. 

It is national because it is nationally open. Any club, any team 
can be in it if it’s good enough. 

And that openness is unique to soccer, like night football was at 
its beginning as was Sunday football and as were pre-season 
competitions.

Far from being wrong, I believe it is a pioneering concept 
which the other codes will one day surely follow. 

The VFL, for example, is bringing in a team each from Perth 
and Brisbane to boost its pretensions of being a_ national 
competition. 

Fine, but what will happen in a year hence when some smart 
soul with a sense of fair play will notice that only three teams — 
Sydney, Brisbane and Perth — are not from Victoria? 

Should the sport explode in popularity in Brisbane, should the 
Sydney Swans become one of the powers of Aussie Rules, and 
should the Perth team show that it is entirely competitive with the 
Victorians, I believe other likely entrants from those cities will 
spring forth and the pressure will be on for the VFL to introduce 
promotion and relegation. 

It is sad indeed that next year’s NSL will start without Canberra, 
Newcastle, Brisbane and Wollongong and I, too, am greatly sad- 
dened by it. But, having been around to have seen the crowds in 
Canberra, Newcastle and Brisbane in those early years of the NSL, 
I was saddened by them long before they got relegated. 

Something went dreadfully wrong with those clubs and those 
areas years ago and I doubt very much that the NSL administra- 
tion was to be blamed. 

Though I maintain that a one-division format was wise and 
inevitable, I do and always did have my criticism of the criteria 
used. I still think, morally, the first 14 teams past the post should 
have been the ones to qualify and neither past performances nor 
crowd figures should have been considered. 

Because of the criteria, Newcastle, which came sixth, dropped 
out and Melbourne Croatia, which came 10th qualified. 

And the blow dealt to Newcastle ws the cruellest of all. By a 
cruel and strange piece of legislation, the past record of Newcastle 
prior to its being taken over by Adamstown Rosebud was not taken 
into account. Had it been, Newcastle might well have been back 
among the elite in 1987. 

Even for a supporter of the new, one-division format, that is a 
very difficult thing to swallow.

Almost a year after telling his coach to “stick 
it up his arse” and being suspended for four 
weeks for doing so, Alex Dick of Frankston 


Pines won the Victorian Rothmans Medal. 

Dick’s win, announced at a gala presentation night last Friday at 
Melbourne’s Southern Cross Hotel, was a triumph for the working 
class people who support Pines and Dick made the most of the 
presentation of the medal by Opposition leader John Howard. 

“Howard said to me that he likes being next to winners and I 
told him that he probably will never know what the feeling really 
is like,” said Dick. 

Traditionally, Rothmans Medal winners end up boozed out of 
their brains at a city disco in the early hours of the morning, but not 
Dick. 

He ended up Sozzled at the Pines clubrooms after Pines team 
manager Tommy Mitchell turned up at the Southern Cross to drive 
the club’s first ever Rothmans Medal winner back to Monterey 
Boulevarde. 

“When the one and two votes came up on the board I'd only got 
five votes but Peter Thurlow (Dick’s team mate) told me that I’d win 
it on the three votes,” said Dick. 

‘To be honest, I expected to get a couple of votes but not 11 of 
them. That was pretty hard to believe but finally the many years 
that I've put into the game have paid off. 

“I’m absolutely delighted. Not just for myself but for the Pines as 
a club because we’re celebrating our 21st anniversary this year.” 

After shrugging off a hangover, Dick went to watch his pals at 
Langwarrin playing against Oakleigh in a Victorian League Cup 
quarter-final clash on Saturday. 

That's Dick’s style. No elaborate celebrations, no fanfare. He'd 
had a lot of slaps on the back on the Friday night from people he'd 
never seen before and he couldn’t wait to get among people he 
knew, people whose congratulations were couched in sincerity. 

Everyone’s now wondering which National League club he’ll 
join next year. So is Dick. He’s off to his native Scotland in just 
over three weeks time with his wife Linda for a five-week holiday 
and although at least one NSL club has sounded him out he’s 
keeping tight-lipped about it. 

Green Gully and George Cross showed interest in signing him 
before the transfer deadline earlier this year. Pines told Gully that 
there was $12,000 on Dick’s head and weren't prepared to accept 
Gully’s offer of $2,000 over two games to see if Dick was the man it 
wanted and if he was then the rest of the money would follow. 

Dick was approached by a State League coach on behalf of 
George Cross coach John Gardiner and there was talk of Dick trying 
out with the Cross for a week or two. Nothing came of it. 

“T've asked the people at Pines not to be greedy when it comes to 
putting a price on my head. I’d consider about $6,000 a reasonable 
price for a guy that cost Pines a $1,000 transfer fee and who hasn’t 
had a signing-on fee for the past two seasons,” said Dick. 

So would I, but reason and reality rarely go hand-in-hand in 
Australian soccer. 

The last thing Dick wants is to have to take Pines to the appeals 
board but let’s not pre-empt anything until we know more about 
Pines’ asking price. 

Dick, 26, was born in Pevril Terrace in Edinburgh. So was 
Preston Makedonia midfielder Ronnie Campbell who won the 
West Australian Rothmans Medal last year. Pevril Terrace is 
becoming famous. 

Dick played for the Edinburgh schoolboys, captained by George 
Cross midfielder Don Maclaren.

“I decided that I'd leave Pines but after doing well for Scotland in 
the local World Cup tournament at the end of last year, Danny 
decided to let bygones be bygones and to try and start from scratch. 
He told me that he wanted to keep me and I’m glad now that I 
stayed. 

“I’d like to also mention Ernie Merrick, who joined the coach- 
ing staff at Pines this year. Ernte got me into the habit of taking 
guys on, of running at them and not being scared if it doesn’t 
always work out. He’d seen that I'd been getting rid of the ball too 
quickly because I was scared of losing it and he gave me the 
confidence to do what I probably do best.” 

And what Dick does best takes some stopping, in the eyes of the 
referees at least. Dick polled 38 votes to win the Rothmans Medal by 
a 14-vote margin over Mark Bakker of Ringwood Wilhelmina. 

It was one of the most comprehensive victories since the introduc- 
tion of the award in 1970 and Dick now takes his place alongside 
some of the finest players ever to play in Victoria.

‘The Bull roars 
for Denmark 


For much of its first round, the Mexico Mundial 
could have been renamed the “Mundane-ial”. Den- 
mark provided most of the few moments which de- 
serve recollection, with their striker Preben 
Elkjaer-Larsen making the early running for the 
Player of the Tournament award. 

Despite limited previous international exposure, Larsen can 
hardly be called an overnight sensation. Born on September 
11, 1957, he joined local club KB Copenhagen when six and 
played all his junior soccer there. 

By the time he was 12, Larsen had set his sight upon 

XK becoming a full-time footballer. This was no easy task, as 

Denmark at the time had banned the professional game 

within its borders. 

Fortunately for him, the Danish First Division had been 
recognised as a prolific nursery for young talent. Representa- 
tives of Europe's more affluent clubs attended virtually every 
game. 

Thus, after a mere 11 matches for Vanlose, Larsen was 
signed by Cologne of the West German Bundesliga. 

Under the guidance of world renowned coach Hennes Weis- 
weiller, the young Dane was expected to make great progress. 
A first senior international cap when only 19 indicated he was 
on the right track. 

However, Weisweiler’s insistence upon grooming him 
gradually for stardom — given only an occasional first team 
outing — conflicted with Larsen’s hunger for immediate 
recognition. This led to a rift between the two. 

During Larsen’s stay on the Rhine, Cologne won the Bundes- 
liga title once and the West German Cup twice. He was award- 
ed medals for these triumphs, but contributed little to them — 
making just nine league appearances in total. 

In 1978, Larsen moved to little Lokeren in Belgium for a 
modest fee and, finding the atmosphere of a small provincial 
town much more to his liking than that of the big city, began to 
make waves like a big fish in a small pond. 

AS Lokeren established itself as a force in Belgian soccer 
and a respected opponent in European competitions (it as 
runner-up in both the domestic league and Cup during 1980-81 
and captured some prized scalps in the UEFA Cup), the repu- 
tation of its pacy, muscular striker grew. 

Larsen’s surging runs and powerful finishing were a major 
feature of Denmark’s prolonged 1984 European Champion- 
ship campaign. His memories of this are soured by the missed 
penalty which enabled Spain to reach the ifnal at the Danes’ 
expense. 

Yet, the overall impression created was such that he 
gained Denmark’s Footballer of the Year award and third 
place in the European poll. 

Verona also rated him highly — to the extent of playing 
Lokeren $2,000,000 to secure his transfer. | 

In the Italian League, Larsen has added consistency to his 
virtues, hardly putting a foot wrong during the Veneto club's 
astonishing championship success of 1984-85. 

On the international front, he grabbed eight of Denmark’s 
17 goals during the World Cup qualifying competition and his 
Strike rate while wearing a Danish jersey stands at over three 
goals per five games. 

Larsen, though, contributes far more than ‘“‘mere”’ goalscor- 


ak ing, constantly running, making himself available for the ball 
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in midfield, tackling efficiently and distributing intelligently. 
In the past, he has played in midfield and on the wing with 
great effectiveness. 

Something of a loner off the field, Larsen is nicknamed 
“The Bull” not only because of his power but also a somewhat 
obstinate personality.

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Real Madrid’s all-star attack overwhelmed Switzer-

Argentine Jorge Valdano, 
Mexican Hugo Sanchez and 
Spaniard Emilio Butragueno, 
who scored twice, sealed 
Real’s crushing win with goals 
in the last 18 minutes. 

Earlier, veteran Spanish in- 
ternational striker Carlos 
Santillana had puiled Madrid 
level on aggregate with a 36th 
minute goal, but Berne’s spir- 
ited defence refused to cave 
in and frustrated Real until 
Valdano’s 72nd minute strike. 

The six times winner of Eu- 
rope’s premier club tourna- 
ment was joined in the second 
round by the usual gathering of 
aristocracy with only Honved 
Budapest falling by the 
wayside. 

The Hungarian champion, 
beaten 4-1 by Broendbyernes 
of Denmark in the first leg, 
could only draw 2-2 at home as 
Italian champion Juventus, 
Portugal’s Porto, Austria Vien- 


na and Dynamo Berlin of East 
Germany strolled nonchalant- 
ly into the second round with 
resounding aggregate 
victories. 

Holder Steava Bucharest of 
Romania already was assured 
of its place in the last 16 after 
receiving a first-round bye. 

Juventus, which took a sevel- 
goal lead to Reykjavik, con- 
tented itself with a 4-0 win, 
Frenchman Michel Piatrini 
sharing the goals with Danish 
striker Michael Laudrup who 
had scored three in the first 
leg. 

Sort, having hammered in 
nine goals at home against Mal- 
ta’s Rabat Ajax three weeks 
ago, added just one last week 
for a 10-0 aggregate win, An- 
tonia Sousa scoring after 70 
minutes.

Woman killed as Chinese riot 


Chinese magazine ‘Cheng Ming’ re- 
ported last week that there was a major 
riot in the West China provincial capi- 
tal of Xian over two months ago.

Thou- 
sands of fans took to the streets after 
officials refused to allow a friendly 
match to continue into extra time.

Beardsley virtually had giv- 
en up his dream of becoming a 
full-time footballer by the time 
he was 18. The unskilled labor- 
er, who had been on the dole 
for a period, was playing ama- 
teur league soccer for Wall- 
send Boys’ Club when Carlisle 
United spotted the potential 
which had not been evident to 
the other English League clubs 
and signed him from Wallsend 
— for a set of football jerseys! 

He made his Third Division 
debut against Blackburn 
Rovers in August, 1979 and al- 
most immediately became a 
favorite of the Brunton Park 
faithful through his aggressive 
running and close ball control. 

Beardsley’s reputation 
quickly spread well beyond 
Cumbria and many big clubs 
expressed their interest in ac- 
quiring him. 

Wily United manager Bob 
Stokoe (the man who guided 
Sunderland to its sensational 
1973 FA Cup triumph) recog- 
nised Beardsley as a future su- 
perstar and put a future 
superstar’s price tag on him ~— 
$650,000. 

That figure deterred every 
club with the exception of Van- 
couver Whitecaps. So the little 
striker was on his way to 
Canada. 

Carlisle prospered greatly 
from the move. Not only did 
Stokoe obtain the cash, which 
he used to build a promotion- 
winning team, but he also had 
the services of a player further 
refined by contact with some 
of the world’s greatest players 
when he came home “on loan” 
during the North American 
Soccer League’s close season. 

Vancouver fans had been 
used to seeing a galaxy of star

He also impressed Manches- 
ter United manager Ron Atkin- 
son when scoring two goals for 
the “Caps” in an exhibition 
game against United and was 
invited to Old Trafford for a 
trial.
